radiator and water h e^ e r hoses 
of snythetic rubber will not rotten 
and have to be replaced as is the 
case with natural rubber. 
In other words, our chemists have 
opened the door to a rich new re­ 
source which those with a mania 
for foreign trade have tried to keep 
closed and may try to close again 
alien the war is over. 
We think it extremely unlikely

WASHINGTON. June 6 - To the 
headline reader the story is th*

members said it wasn't necessary to 
renew the “truce.” Secretary Ickej 
wanted to ask Lewis to renew it. 
The upshot was that Ickes was 
compelled to remain silent, and tire 
administration waited. Lewis, true 
to form, said the miners wouldn't 
work without a contract, and on 
Tuesday 530,000 miners were idle 
and the nation began losing a huge 
supply of coal production. 
Meanwhile, as 
no request wa.* 
forthcoming 
to Lewis to resum* 
work, he and the operators went on 
bargaining collectively. 
Then th* 
War Labor Board stepped in and 
said it wouldn’t tolerate any col­ 
lective bargaining while the miner* 
were out on strike. The War Labor 
Board ordered bargaining suspen­ 
ded. 


Authority in Congress 


Then Lewis became vocal. H# 
pointed out that nobody can sus­ 
pend collective bargaining except 
Congress or a federal agency em­ 
powered by Congress. And he was 
right about It. The War Labor Board 
doesn't have any statutory power 
and in the executive order creating It 
the point was made that its powers 
in no way conflicted with those de­ 
rived from the National Labor Rela­ 
tions law governing collective bar­ 
gaining. senator Wagner, author of 
the law. made a radio address say­ 
ing Lewis was misusing the law. but 
the fact remains that, legally speak­ 
ing, Lewis Is right. 
Nobody can 
suspend collective bargaining ex­ 
cept Congress, and the latter has uy 
to now 
been 
prevented 
by 
tot 
Roosevelt administration from giv­ 
ing the War Labor Board full pow-er 
to deal with war-tiine strikes and 
work stoppages. 
But Lewis didn t challenge tin 
War Labor Board s order. He mere­ 
ly sat and waited. 
He knew th* 
Roosevelt administration had bung­ 
led and that sooner or later it would 
look at the situation realistically 
and make another move. And thai 
move came. It wa.-, in the form of a 
request at last that the miners 
union chief order his men back ic 
work. It came, not from the War La­ 
bor Board at all, but from the tut 
administrator, Mr. Ickes. Promptly 
Lewis acceded to Hie request ol 
what he termed the govermneuti 
“duly constituted agent.” His policy 
committee then arranged again toi 
resumption of work in the mints 


Contract Extended 


But Lewis noted again that til* 
president and Ickes had given as­ 
surance that collective bargaining 
would be resumed. 
Likewise it war 
noted that the fuel administrator 
as custodian of the mines for the 
government, ordered an extension 
of the old contract, plus the bene­ 
fits which tile War Labor Boards 
panel of last week had recommend­ 
ed. 
So. in effect, the government, act­ 
ing through the fuel administrator 
gave Mr. Lewis a contract—some­ 
thing he had been contending for 
all along — plus some advantages 
and concessions amounting to an in­ 
crease of twenty-five cents a day 
per miner. 
On top of this, Lewis gets an op 
portunity now to negotiate for mor* 
money for his numbers. 
He hai 
disposed of the technicalities — in­ 
ability to work without a contract 
He had received a formal request 
from the government to reopen Hi* 
mines, He had re-established th* 
situation 
precisely where it was 
when the first and second “truces' 
were granted. He has. meanwhile 
suffered no penalty or disadvantage 
He has not yet gone before the War 
Labor Board. 
The administration 
has been coming his way and ha-’ 
been making Hie moves which he 
deemed prerequisite to resumption 
of work. 


More Concessions 


Now in the collective bargaining 
negotiations Lewis is to get more 
concessions. Some of the mine op­ 
erators are said to be w illing to go 
as high as a doilar-a-day in in ­ 
creased pay. and Lewis has modi­ 
fied his demand from $2-a-day to 
$i.50-a-day. Only fifty-cents-a-day 
separate the two sides In the end 
Lewis will wind up with a substan­ 
tial increase in pay for his then. 
And the War Labor Board will a p ­ 
prove 
What penalty is there for Lewis 
or the miners' union, or any other 
union for that matter, for interrup­ 
ting war production? None w hat­ 
ever. The House has passed a bill 
forbidding wartime strikes. 
It is 
somewhat different from that which 
tile Senate recently passed. The two 
measures will be considered in con­ 
ference. 
The administration is re­ 
ported to be ready to scuttle tile 
measure by letting the conference 
drag on and perhaps kill the legis­ 
lation. 
Ifs the adminlstratfbn, desiring 
labor support In lf# election cam­ 
paigns. which is constantly barking 
down. In this it is aided try that sec­ 
tion of the public which allows itself 
to vent all its indignation on Lew is 
and falls to see that h t Is merely 
playing to his own advantage lh* 
admlnistratk>p's 
vacillating 
laboi 
policy.
